“I see that there is a disposition to censure 
me because IL did not camp right on Mr. 
Springer’s trail. It isan absolute impossibility 
for me to do such athing. There are between 
3,900 and 4,000 boilers in this city that have to 
be inspected once a year, and as I rarely have 
but five assigtants if we get around 
to each boiler once a year we are doing well. 
We work hard and have our hands more than 
full. It’s a fact that I am _ withholding over 
400 licenses ‘because the boilers they cover 
when inspected needed repairs or the safety 
appliances préscribed by ordinances. But 
in nearly ¢very case the owners 
promised to do what was necessary, and on 


netifying me they were to receive the licenses. 


No doubt in a majority of cases the repairs 
have been made, while in others the owners 
may think their boilers are good enough, and 
80 go on operating. Then, again, the law is 
inadequate, and the ordinance practically can- 
not be enforced.

SPRINGER TALKS OF CERTIFICATES, 


He Tells How He Came to Ee Mistaken in 
His Statement of Saturday. 

Warren Springer talked toa reporter for 
Tux Trisvne again last evening on the sub- 
ject of Friday night’s boiler explosion, He 
had read the article in Taz Sunpay Trisunz 
containing the statements of the City Boiler 
Inspector, which cohflicted so strongly with 
his own. He has spent the greater part of the 
day makitig a careful inspection of the 
wrecked apparatus, and he expressed his 
willingness to answer any question that the 
reporter wished to ask.® :

When the inspector 
made his report it never reached my hands at 
all, The supérintendent promptly engaged 
Mr. Pickham and his brother to make ail 
necessary repairs because they are practical 
boilermakers and had been accustomed to at- 
tend to our repairing for some time past. 
After Mi Gallup had notified the Pickhams 
of the matter he let it go, as was natural. 
Mr. Pickh«.n was to have made the necessary 
repairs two .weeks ago last Sunday, I 
think; at any rate! several Sundays ago. 
I supposed that the work had been attended 
to until just after the accident, when the 
brother told me that Pickham had been sick 
on the appointed day and was not able to 
work, 
Another Reason Given. 

“Then there was another reason why I sup- 
posed that the matter had been attended to. 
This explains how I came to make the state- 
ment that I was in possession of the certificate 
of inspection. Not long ago Mr. Pickham 
sent in a bill, together with a receipt for mak- 
ing the tests in November. My cashier made 
out the check in payment fpr the work and I 
signed it. I then supposed that the certificate 
of inspection had been sent to. me and had 
been filed with my other papers in the safe. 
This is the reason for my telling the reporter 
that I had the certificate, andI did not find 
out my mistake until after I had talked to the 
reporter about the matter.” 

“Then you have been operating your boil- 
ers for almost three months contrary to law?” 

‘“ Well, I said that such matters were left in 
charge of the superintendent, for my atten- 
tion is occupied with other business.” 

**In other words, the superintendent is re- 
sponsible for the violation of the law?” 

“No, he isn’t,” ‘emphatically replied Mr. 
Springer, but he failed so give any reason for 
his assertion. 

Mr. Springer was then asked to examine 
Inspector Pickham’s record relating to the 
inspection of the battery Nov. 1. In regard 
to the entry, “No. 3has a bad nipple in the 
feed-pipe.”” he said: “A leaking nipple has 
no effect on the working of the boiler, ard 
therefore there was no negligence in leaving 
it unattended to. The nipple had no connec- 
tion with the steam, and in case a little water 
dripped from it no harm could possibly be 
done.” 

In answer to the next entry, “ No. 5 has a 
bad buige in bottom of back sheet and must 
be patched,” Mr. Springer said: “If the ex- 
plosion had resulted from this weak spot it 
would have placed an.entirely different com- 
plexion on the matter.

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NEW YORK MERCHANTS CANNOT 
| GET ENOUGH INSURANCE, 


; 


Withdrawn That They Are Unabie to 
Obtain Sufficient Protection—As a Con- 
sequence the Sum of $8,000,000 Is Car- 
ried in Practically Worthless Policies— 
The Rev. Dr, McGlynn Preaches in‘s 
| Protestant Pulpit—New York Notes. 

_ New Yorx, Jan. 10.—[Special.]—The large 
Commercial houses of the city are apidly be- 
coming alarmed at a condition of affairs that 
has for some time prevailed in fire insurance 
Circles, This feeling grows out of the inabil- 


. 


ity of merchants tosecure an adequate amount 
of insurance to protect them even against a 
Bartial joss. This is occasioned by the retire- 
ment, one after another, of fire insurance 
companies, either entirely from business or 
from writing New York City risks. This con- 
fraction, which has continued now for several 
was never so strongly emphasized as 
uring the year 1891. The few new companies 
that have been organized do not make up for 
those withdrawing, and during the same time 
the business of the city has increased enor- 
mously. 

The condition of affairs is one that alarms 
the insurers as well as those seeking msur- 
ance and may, if it continues, seriously affect 
the commercial prestige of New York. The 
laws relative to insurance in this State re- 
quire that parties desiring insurance in com- 
panies organized in other States and not 
legally represented here, must make affidavit 
that they have exhaysted all the facilities of- 
fered by companies having offices or agenties 
here, before they can secure it, Durmg the 
last year nearly 4,000 individual concerns 
have made such affidavits. 

The list of retiring companies cannot be as- 
certained exactly, but it is estimated by a con- 
servative underwriter that at least forty stock 
companies and forty-five mutual companies 
have withdrawn. This curtailment is a mat- 
ter of serious concern im itself, and yet it is 
not the only cause for complaint: that the 


merchants have. Since the disasters of the 


last year the surviving companies, particularly 
the Britwh companies, are carrying smaller 
lines than heretofore on risks where large 
values are concentrated, subject to destruction 
by one fire. This ia particularily the case in 
the dry goods district, and it is a fact that 
among those making affidavit that they had 
exhausted the insurance resources of the 
State and had been compelled 
to patronize companies that have 
not complied with our law, dry 
goods men prove the most numerous. If 
the business housesthus insuring could count 
to a certainty upon the responsibility of the 
underwriting companies the withdrawal of 
the many companies from the city and State 
would not prove such ahardship. They cannot 
do this, however, and many of the merchants 
have policies im companies that are not worth 
the paper they are written on. Of these 
worthless policies it is said that the face values 
of at least $8,000,000 are held in this city, 

A comparison between the New York State 
companies in existence today and Jan. 1, 1871, 
shows that at that time there were in existence 
105 such companies, and today there are but 
forty-two. Of the old companies seventy 
have disappeared. During the same period 
thirty-eight companies have been organized 
of which but seven survive. '

I 
was violently thrown out of the church. The 
church has strained dogmatism to a point where 
it is about ready to snap, and those who are being 
most rapidly driven away from religion on this 
account are workingmén. 

Dr. MeGlynn talked for nearly an hour 
about the evils of society as it exists today, 


and stated fully what the remedies should be, 


from an anti-poverty standpoint. He was fre- 
guently applauded.

This is a subject deserving the careful in- 
vestigation of the Coroner. If he finds it to 
be the case that boiler No. 5 was used after its 
dangerous condition had been pointed out he 
should proceed to ascertain why it was allowed 
to be used in violation of law. He shouid find 
put also why the Boiler Inspector, when weeks 
and months passed by without his recom- 
mendations being complied with and his cer- 
tificate called for, did. not make inquiries into 
the cause of the delay. The ordinance pro- 
vides a penalty for operating boilera, without 
a permit. The Inspector should explain to 
the Coroner and to the Mayor whiy he did not 
make complaint and have the ordinance en- 
forced. 

There will probably be a conflict of evi- 
dence oh some points. The Inspector says he 
sent a copy of his report to Mr. Springer, and 
as the matter was not attended tu he called on 
his Superintendent and saw him personally. 
Mr. Springer says that if the boilers were con- 
demned it was withont his knowledge; that 
he believed them to be safe, and that he told 
the Inspector, whom he believed to be the 
owner of a boiler-shop as well as a city offi- 
cer, to see that they were put in perfect condi- 


tion, Bat it is certain that. onthe 1st.of No-. 


vember the Inspector found that boiler No. 5 
“had abad bulge in bottom of back sheet 
and must be patched.” Friday that boiler ex- 
ploded, unrepaired. Who was to blame for 


. its use while in that dangerous condition? 


It will be seen that the Inspector held on to 
the Springer certificates for over two months. 
It is understood that he has several hundred 


“* withheld” certificates. They have not been | 


given out beeause the necessary repairs have 
not been made. The question arises, How 
many of those defective boilers are in use to- 
day? How many men are operating unsafe 
boilers without certificates and in defiance of 
law? This is something which the Inspector's 
superior officers should examine into at once, 
and where they find boilers running without 
certificates the proprietors should not only be 
tined, but they should be made to shut down 
until they have made the necessary altera- 
tions. 

It is not a cheerful reflection that there are 
in the city 500 boilers any one of which may 
blow up at.any moment, owing to some easily 
remedied defect, and kill and maim an indefi- 
nite number of people. Owners often post- 
pone the making of repairs as long as they 
can, sometimes because it is inconvenient to 
stop work for that purpose, and sometimes 
because they begrudge the money. Delays on 
their part, however, are fraught with too 
much danger to hu life to be tolerated 
longer. There should be an immediate inves- 
tigation of these “ withheld ” certificates. ‘Will 
the Mayor or the Council see thas it is attend- 
ed to? 


CHANGING THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL 
ROUTE. 

The report of the Engineering committee to 
the Drainage Board, printed in yesterday’s 
Tnasuse, will probably be adopted by the 
latter at its meeting tomorrow, as Mr. Cooley 
appears to have a majority of the ‘members 
under his control. 

The report recommends, as a matter of 
course, the abandonment of the route previ- 
ously selected, Messrs. Wenter and Rus- 


sell, who voted for its adoption last year, will 


repudiate their former action. It is recom- 
mended further that work be begun first on 
the section between the Sag and Lockport, the 
channel to be made with a water depth of 
eighteen feet and a capacity of 600,000 cubic 
feet per minute. It is said that “it should be 
possible"’ tu begin work by June. .Mr. Wen- 
ter stated the other day that “it would be 
possible.” Mr, Cooley was not quite as posi- 
tive when he wrote the report as he was when 
he wrote Mr. Wenter’s speech.

REAL OBJECT OF THE STUMPTAILERS. 

Senator Morrill said in his able speech in 


opposition to the Stewart free coinage bill: 

There is no magic in any law of Congress which 
can make the world accept an ounce of silver as 
worth apy more in coin than in bullion. 

That is perfectly true, and he might have 
said also that no law which Congress can pass 
—the rest of. the world standing aloof—can 
make an ounce of silver worth $1.29, while the 
cost of ite production is only three-quarters 
of that sum. He might have said also that 
of those who are clamoring for free coinage 
only a few believe in the magical potency of 
acts of Congress, and that the overwhelming 
majority would cease asking for free coinage 
if it had the effect of raising the value of sil- 
ver, 

There are some men who believe in the om- 
nipotence of congresses and parliaments, and 
who think that the fiat of a legislature can re- 
verse the laws of nature. They are the honest 
cranks of the free coinage and shinplaster agi- 
tation. Their humber is small, however, and 
their capacity for mischief when unaided is 
not great. But they are reinforced by the 
grand army of debtors who wish to cheat their 
creditors out of all they can, hut who desire 
to do tt in accordance with the forms of law. 

There are many men in this world who have 
all the qualities of a criminal except courage. 
Nothing keeps them from cheating, robbing, 
and stealing but their fear of the penalties of 
the law. Therefore instead of knockimga 
man down and taking away his money, they 
follow the safer course of borrowing it with a 
promise of repayment and then working to 
get a law passed which will enable them to 
cancel the obligation by the payment of as 
little of ther debt as possible. The men who 
have borrowed their neighbors’ property and 
do not want to surrender it constitute the 
rank and file of the free coinage party. 

The cranks want silver raised in value, and 
believe Congress can do it. The would-be 
swindlers who are acting with them do not 
want the price of silver raised, and they do 
not believe Congress can make it worth more 
than itis. If they did believe it they would 
repudiate free coinage and the word “ silver”’ 
would not be spoken by one of them. They 
are sensible knaves. They know free coinage 
would mean a stumptail silver currency, and 
the opportunity to cheat their creditors le- 
gally out of a quarter of their dues. If by the 
magical potency of some act of Congress ail 
men could be made honest this clamor for 
free coinage would come to asudden end. 

‘Nothing would be heard except here and there 
the faint voice of some sincere crank crying 
the virtues of his panacea. 

It is of little use to argue with cranks inside 
or outside of an asylum. The most effectual 
work done in the way of fighting the free 
coinage swindle is by pointing out continually 
that the mass of its advocates are men who 
are asking the General Government to do for 
them what they are too great cowards to do 
for thercselves—to rob others of their prop- 
erty for their benefit. The great fact to be 
hammered into the minds of the people is that 
free coinage of silver is alimited repudiation 
of debts, :' 


THE SILVER CONFERENCE. 

The Democratic proposition for an interna- 
honal money conference, to be held in this 
city during the progress of the World’s Fair, 
seems to have been resolved on af an emer- 
gency measure, The leaders of the party 
find they have committed themselves to free 
silver more strongly than is warranted by the 
changed sentiment of the people, and fear the 
consequences of the position. One of them 
is quoted as saying that hardly one of the 
fourteen Democrats from New England who 
now occupy seats in the House will 
be a member of the next Congress if 
a free silver bill passes this session. 
The Democrats in New England will 
leave the party and vote for the Republican 
candidate *‘as quick as thought”’ if this House 
passes a free silver bill, and with such a bill 
all hope of keeping New England in the Dem- 
ocratic coltmpn' will be lost. Another says 
this is true, it would also mean the defeat 
of many Democrats in New York and other 
Northern States; ‘‘aad you will have a force 
bill here that will put the South back twenty 
years, if it does not cause a revolution,” A 
third says if President Harrison is given an 
opportunity to veto a free silver bill “he will 
make the veto message a stump speech against 
the evils of inflation,” and it will make him 
the next President of the United States.

DOES FARMING PAY? 


from the farmers of that section a mass of in- 
teresting information in &nswer to the gen- 
eral question, “Does farmmg pay?’ The 
answere all give an affirmative response and 
most of them stated facts indicating highly 
prosperous conditions. Ah exchange selects 
from about a hundred farms five as fair sam- 
ples of the rest. They had a total of 890 acres 
and produced 29,387 bushels of wheat, or at 
the rate of thirty-three bushels to the acre, the 
highest yield being fifty and the lowest twen- 
ty-seven. The crop was worth from $15 to $35 
per acre, raised on land worth $5 to $15, and 
at a cost of $4 to $7 per acre, much of the lat- 
ter item being returned to the farmer himself 
in the shape of wages for his own labor, team, 
and machinery. The vulue of the land, added 
to the cost of raising the crop and disposing 
of it, was several dollars per acre less than the 
returns for the single year, and in a large num- 
ber of the other cases reported the net profit 
on the crop of 1891 more than ‘paid for the 
farm. 

Some of the reports show much larger 
profits than the average above given or than 
either of the farm» on which that average is. 
deduced. One tract of 160 acres bought in 
the fall of 1889 for $900 hag returned in two 
crops a net profit of $1,182.50 above the cost 
of the land. Another 160 acres paid last year 
alone $1,725 net profit over cost of production 
and land, or nearly three times the original 
cost of the farm, A third had $2,500 left after 
paying $2,560 for 820 acres, and harvesting 


for $3,961.50, and has 40 tons of hay and 180 
bushels of potatoes left over, A fifth netted 
last year a profit of two and a half times the

The sverage price of copper per pound in 
the New York market for 1872 was 33 cents. 
It declined to 164g cents for 1878, rose to 20% 
cents for 1880, broke to 11 cents for 1886, ad- 
vanced to 13% cents for 1889, and was about 
13 cents for last year, It is now not far from 
40 per cent of the average price for 1872, the 
decline. having been accompanied by a vast 
increase in prpduction and consumption. ltcan 
be produced for less than formerly, and peo- 
ple are willing to use more of it when they 
can getit cheaply. The difference may be 
understood from the fact that the exports of 
copper from the United States in 1872 were 
only 287,735 pounds, while for 1888 they 
amounted to nearly 11,900,000 pounds, 

Theselling value of the copper produced 
in the United States last year was about 
$38,000,000. That of the silver was less than 
$58,000,000, If the silver could have been 
sold at the pri¢e ruling in 1872 it would have 
realized $75,000,000, If the copper could have 
been sold at the average price of 1872 it 
would have netted $96,500,000 in New York. 
Here isa point for the copper producers. 
Their metal isused for the manufacture of 
money, and why should they not be helped 
by the Government of the United to 
sell their,product for the prices of ty 
years ago? They have just as much right to 
such assistance as have the silver men, and 
to atcord it would do far less harm than to 
give the demanded aid.to the silver miners, 
because it wold not seriously disturb the 
price relations’ of other articles. It would 
not cause any panic except among 
a few. folks;' who might have been 
foolish enough to eell short on copper. 
It would not rob the thrifty workers who de- 
posit their spare cash in the savings banks of 
a quarter of their little capital, It would en- 
courage the mining of copper on a large scale 
and give employment to a great many more 
workers and carriers than are required to han 
dle an equal value of silver. Seven avoirdu- 
pois pounds. of copper are now worth nearly 
one troy ounce of silver, and if both were ele- 
yated as proposed the ratio would be not far 
from four pounds to one ounce. Anybody 
can see that the transportation interests of the 
country would derive a great deal more bene- 
fit from handling the copper than the silver, 
and the advantage to the producers would at 
least be as great, while the rest of the com- 
munity would suffer far less if copper alone 
were reinstated at the price of twenty years 
ago than if the*same service were performed 
for those who have silver to sell. 

Futhermore, the coinage of one-cent pieces 
in 1864 amounted to $529,787, against a total 
of $609,917 for all kinds of silver coins; and 
for several years about that time the copper 


and silver coinages of the United States were 


nearly equal in nominal amount. If the sil- 
ver men are allowed to go back a quarter of a 
century or more and argue for the restoration 
of something like the ancient conditions the 
copper inen ought to be accorded the same 
right, The latter could justly claim. that if 
they were only allowed to put the whole of 
their product into coin the value per pound 
would be enormously increased, the miners 
of copper would be vastly benefited, and 
every owner of a copper kettle would have the 
value of his possessions increased by the 
ehange. Then they could point tarthe large 
tecord of copper exporta to show how much 
money would be brought into the country as 
a consequence of the proposed legislation in

Some one may object to this statement of 
the case that the foreigners would not be will- 
ing to pay the higher prices for copper, as 
they could obtain supplies elsewhere on 
cheaper terms. But that is all wrong—if the 
silver men are in the right. Have they not 
demonstrated beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that the United States can put silver up to the 
old par and keep it there by a simple act of 
legislation? And could not the same thing be 
done witb copper? Is the power of this great 
Nation to be a¢knowledged as supreme for 
silver but not for copper? Perish the thought. 

Ifthe silver men want to také on an ap- 
pearance of consistency they must form an al- 
liance with the copper miners and offer them 
a share of the advantages proposed to be de- 
rived from the’ operation 6falaw declaring 
that certain articles are worth far more than 
the prices at which the producers are now 
willing to sell them in the open Market. They 
say there is not enough money in the world, 
and intimate a:suspicion .that even the free 
coinage of silver will not supply as much 
money,as is wanted for the payment of debte 
by alotof fellows whe would be honest if 
allowed to begome so on sufficiently easy 
terms. Therefore let them take in copper and 
thus gain a powerful ally in the cause for 
which they are fighting. The copper dollars 
would have the advantage of not being easily 
stolen in large numbers. They would form a 
kind of money that Gould be depended on to 
stay in the country after all the goid had been 
exported and the silver had followed suit; and

Nobody is better informed of all the facts 
which tell for the Anglo-Chilean side of every 
Chilean dispute with America, or a more 
careful observer of every fault committed by 
the American Minister. It may be conceded 
that Mr. Egan has given this gentleman 
pretty frequent opportunities of exercising 
his talent for noting inistakes. 

The Chilean courts have,-in this Englisb- 
man’s opinion, administered justice without 
fear or favor, under circumstances of peculiar 
difficulty. The Procurator has, unlike most 
Spanish officials, one transcendent merit. He 
is independent of higher authorities. He has 
anether merit, clearly not lees transcendent 
in English opinion. He; completely demol- 
ishes the story that the Chilean police took 
part in the assault on Amerivan sailors, a 
story which his English eulogist had kindly 
demolished before bim. I[¢ was an irritating 
charge, irritating especially to persons whose 
trade interests lead them to side steadily with 
Chile and steadily against. the United States. 

An Adjustment Should Be Kasy. 

Those interests do not, however, require 
that the controversy between the two Ameri- 
can republics should proceed toofar. War 
would involve injury to English capital in- 
ves in Chile; nay, the conquest of Chile 
would overtnrow English influence altogether. 
The English oracle is therefore of the opinion 
that. now that this irritating sharge about 
the police having been disposed of to the sat- 
isfaction of the unprejudiced bystanders— 
ineaning English with trade interests in Chile 
—the remaining grounds of dispute between 
Chile‘and America may be easily adjusted. 

This is the diplomacy of the music hall— 
not too much controversy, but just contro- 
versy enough; just enough to make the alien- 
ation of Chile from the United States per- 
manent, not enough to imperil those commer- 
cial concerns of England which it seems 
willing to promote by darkened and rather 
devious means. We hear from other sources 
that Chile is offering apologies and repara- 
tions to the United States. Not long since we 
were told by the.careful observer above re- 
ferred to that Chile would expect an apology 
from President .Harrison for his insulting 
message. The careful observer’s apology for 
his insult to Admiral Brown is still delayed. 

London's Medical Forecast Gloomy, . 

The influenza, decreasing in the East of 
Europe, is increasing in the West. Dr. Pfeif- 
fer’s alleged discovery of the influenza bacil- 
lus, whether genuine or ‘not. has at present 
only a scientific interest. He does not pre- 
vend to have discovered how to deal with it, 
Doctors, whether in Germany or England, are 
as much at sea asever. They do not agree in 
the treatment of this malady. Perhaps no 
two of them agree, and they have not even a 
theory of that prevention which would be so 
much better than cure. London (is as yet 
comparatively free, while some of the prov- 
inces are ravaged, notably Devonshire; but 
London is expected to take ite turn. No con- 
tinental countries escape entirely, and the 
med.cal forecast for the winter is everywhere 
gloomy.
